Waynesboro, Ga., August !18.—(Special.) 
The people of Waynesboro and Burke 
county have at last awakened to the 
fact that their throats have been cut 
In the matter of freicht rates, for lo 
tnese many years and have just gone 
down in the pockets for money to build 
enother railroad. For years and years 
Waynesboro has been at the mercy of 
the Central of Georgia railroad, and 
the charges for carrying off our im- 
mense amount of cotton {s not much 
less than it was in the old davs when 
all of it was transported to Savannah 
in wagons. Burke county !s the largest 
cotton producing county in Georgia and 
there is annually shipped, by way of 
the Central of Georgia railroad, between 
forty and sixty thousand bales. Of 
this amount about thirty thousand 
bales go from Waynesbore.§ Realizing 
the fact that with but one raflroad pass- 
ing through Waynesboro it was forever 
doomed to be bottled up, and that the 
future of our beautiful little city de- 
pended upon at least one other outlet, 
the people are “up in arms,” and Intend 
to ‘“‘do or die.” The new road will run 
from Wavnesboro to Clyo, on the Sa- 
Vannah = river. The distance from 
Waynesboro to Clyo is 5! miles. and 
from Clvyo to Savannah 33 miles. mak- 
ine the distance from Waynesboro to 
Savannah 84 miles, or I6 miles shorter 
than it is now by the Central of Geor- 
Kia.

August 17, saying that the cruisers Ros- 
sia and Gromovoi, of the Viadivostok 
squadron, returned to Viadivostok Au- 
gust | and communicating the follow- 
ing report, made by Rear Admiral Jes- 
sen, commander of the squadron: 

“At dawn on August |4, the Rossia, 
Gromovoi and Rurik arrived 42 miles from 
and parallel with Fusan and 30 miles 
from the northern light house of Tsu 
island. 

“When to the westward I saw a Japan- 
ese squadron of armored cruisers, 6 miles 
to the north, traveling parallel with our 
course. This squadron consisted of. four 
vessels of the Iwate type and was put- 
ting on full speed. 

“T took a course to the northward with 
a view to attaining the open sea, but 
the ehemy, who was of superior speed, 
turned immediately and took the same 
course. 

“I was, therefore, obliged to engage

easterly.’ The Rurik answered the sig- 
nal and took the reqiisite coutse at full 
speed, as could be seen from the waves 
from her bows. BPventually the Rossia 
and the Gromovoi took a northerly course 
at a distance of 42 cables. The Rurik 
kept a course approximately southeast 
at a distance of 3 miles.

The 
Rossia had three funnels pierced, which 
prevented her from keeping up good 
steam and three of her boilers were ren- 
dered useless.

shis part of Georgia. 

The exodus of the negroes has oontin- 
ged and already has threatened a snort- 
ggé in the labor supply in the cotton 
'felds, where the picking is soon to com- 
mence. Exagrerated reports have been 
'gnt from here since the burning of the 
negroes, Reid and Cato, on Tuesday. 
Pfhese reports have created the impres- 
gon abroad that life is unsafe and prop- 
“ty threatened. The contrary is true, 
‘for the lesson of Tuesday has made a 
profound impression on the negroes, It 
ig to preserve this condition that the 
eforts of all classes of whites are di- 


rected. 
No violence has been directed against 


the better class of negroes, and the well 
informed say none will be so directed. 
There is evidence that irresponsible ma- 
pauders have committed some of the vio- 
fence against negroes, as the shooting 
of an aged negro, Roberts and his son, 
in their cabin Tuesday night has been 
deprecated by all. He has lived his sev- 
enty years in this community and com- 
manded the respect of every good citizen. 
Offers of assistance, if it be needed, to 
subdue the negroes have come from 
Brunswick, Valdosta ana other Georgia 


points. 

Troops Discussed. 

The question most discussed today is 
the alleged mismanagement of the troops 
furing the trial of the negroes, Reid 
and Cato. A non-commissioned officer 
of the local military company declared 
to the Associated Press correspondent 
that two of the officers of his company 
have prepared their resignations to the 
governor and that a majority of the com- 
pany has asked for dismissal from the 
service. Leading citens are endeavoring 
to dissuade them from this intention. 
This officer declared that the members 
ef the company were required to give 
up the loaded cartridges that had been 
issued, and that other and smaller cart- 
ridges were issued to less than half uoz- 
en members of the company. He said or- 
ders were given that there should be 
no fring. The local men lay the blame 
on tne officer comanding, the captain of 
the Savannah company on duty here. 

It is declared and not denied that the 
mob with the two negrags on the way to 
tae stake passed within a few yrds of 
the soldiers, stationed about the jail 
It's declared and not denied that these 
goldiers even then could have rescued the 
Regroes and held them aginst the mob.

I told Cap- 
tain Hitch to give this up and let us have 
the prisoners. There is no use for you 
boys to fight.’

“This is Cato and there is Reed.’ 

“They said: ‘All we want is these 
damn negroes.’ 

‘The prisoners’ room was behind the 
court room.’’ 


Declined to Make Statement. 

Adjutant General Harris declined to 
make any statement about the matter 
for publication, nor would Colonel A. J. 
Sott, assistant adjutant general, who 
has been in charge at this end of the 
line, have anything to say. 

All they would say was that-.a full 
report of the matter would be made to 
Governor Terrell upon his return, and 
whatever action is taken tn the matter 
will depend upon the direction the gov- 
ernor gives it. 

The report of Captain Hitch appears 
to remove all responsibility from Judge 
Daley, and in fact from all others, and 
Captain Hitch seems to take the/entire 
accountability for all that happened, 
upon himself. 

The belief is expressed at the capitol 
that the troops at Statesboro were suf- 
ficient in number to have prevented the 
lynching, had they been properly han- 
dled, and {ft is said inquiry will be made 
into the matter along this line to ascer- 
tain why the troops were not disposed 
to better advantage. 

Tt is said the leaders of the mob are 
well known to the officials and the promi- 
nent citizens of Bulloch county, and 
there will be no trouble in identifying 
them. It is expected that the governor 
will make an investigation of the ac- 
tions of the mob and those who com- 
posed it, and of the county officials who 
are said to have aided the mob in its 
work, as well as of the faflure of the 
militia to prevent the lynching. 

It is claimed that the riot alarm which 
was sounded in Savannah with a view 
to getting more troops out just prior to 
the lynching, was, figuratively speaking, 
heard in Statesboro. In other words it 
is charged that the fact of this alarm 
having been sounded was telephoned to 
Matesboro and the information was 
promptly given to the leaders of the mob. 
It is supposed that this led them 10 
hasten with their gruesome work. 

Another report is to the effect that the 
negroes claimed the troops had been 
sent to Statesboro by President Roose- 
velt to protect them from being lynched. 
This rumor, circulated among the mem- 
bers of the mob, it is said, 
fire their frenzy and urge them on to 
the accomplishment of the purpose they 
had formed.

“I say unless the troops are there 
overwhelming numbers, in which event 
a bloody conflict may be avolded. But 
what does that signify? It means that 
in order to avoid bloodshed on future 
occasions of thig kind, the governor 
must call out three to four times the 
number of troops necessary. It is gen- 
erally conceded that there were suffi- 
cient troops at Statesboro to have pre- 
vented the lynching. At any rate, every 
demand of the authorities of Bulloch 
county and of the judge of the court 
himself, was responded to; they had all 
they called for. Now, the gending of & 
large number of additional troops will 
be a great expense to the state, and 
even that may not have the effect of 
aweing the mob. 

“T cannot understand why the officer 
commanding those troops permitted his 
men to be beaten and battered ag they 
were without giving orders to fire. It is 
sought to excuse, the action ag the 
troops on the ground that it was better 
that the two negroes should lose their 
lives than that blood should have been 
shed by an armed conflict. Such reason- 
ing strikes me as absurd. It was not @ 
question of the lives of those two ne- 
groes; they had been legally condemn- 
ed to death, and their lives would surely 
have been taken. It was a principle the 
troops were there to defend, a principle of 
organic law, and in the failure to defend — 
that principle is where the mistake was 
made. I have no particle of sympathy 
with the negroes; they deserved death 
and they could not have escaped it. But 
I do hold that unless the militia upholds 
the principles of the basic law of the 
state, the only purpose for which it is 
called out on riot duty, it might as well 
be ‘disbanded, for it can be of no value 
otherwise except to look well on dress 
parade.”’

Knapp, convicted of the murder of his 
wife, Hannah Goddard Knapp, and who 
confessed to five murders, all his victims 
being women, was electrocuted in the 
annex at the Ohio penitentiary a few 
minutes after midnight. Knapp, who 
weakened when he found his last hopé 
|for life had gone, and expressed a fear 


|that he would have to be carried to the 
death chair, regained his nerve and met 
his fate with little show of fear or emo- 
jtion. The electrocution was performed 
without a hitch, the first shock being 
applied at 12:02. the second a minute 


later and at 12:09 he was pronounced 
dead. 


Sketch of Knapp’s Crimes. 
Alfred Knapp, convicted and electrw- 
cuted for the murder of his third wife, 
Hannah Goddard Knapp, confessed to 
having committed five murders, all of 
his victims being women. 


Knapp was born at Greensburg, Ind 
in 1862 and for twenty years lived On a 
farm. His first criminal act was in 
Chicago, where he committed a burglary 
He served a sentence at Joiliet for that 
offense. Most of his offenses were 
against women and children, and he 
Spent more than half of the’ past twenty- 
em — behind prison bars. 7

Shortly after his release from Joliet 
in 1884, he married Emma Stubbs at 
Terre Haute, Ind., but was divorced from 
her within the year.

crease in the “relative importance,” 
a large percentage of an augmenting 
population turned to agriculture for a 
livelihood, in preference to the other 
occupations. 

There are other reasons, too, for the 
apparent disparity. One man in agri- 
culture today represents a larger acre 
age and output than one man twenty 
years ago. The farming acreage has 


‘grown enormously, and with it has 


come an almost miraculous improve- 
ment in methods. An energetic man 
of today, utilizing the improved de 
vices now in vogue and taking ad- 
vantage of the intensive system, can 
probably accomplish twice as much 
as the farmer of two decades back, 
handicapped by circuitous methods 
and large tracts of uncleared land. 
Again, there is a notable decrease in 
the number of the immense single 
plantations of the seventies, the trend 
being toward the small farm which 
may be conducted with little waste 
and much profit. 

It must be borne in mind, too, that 
with the increased productivity of the 
land and the growth of factories in 
close proximity to the fields, the de 
mand for manufacturing help has in- 
creased commensurately. Men who at 
one time were superfluous agricultur- 
al units, working at farming for small 
wages, are needed to manufacture the 
product from the land which they 
once tilled, and which can now be cu:- 
tivated without their assistance be- 
cause of innovations in devices and 
systems. If any one argument were 
needed to dispute the claim of decreas- 
ing agriculture, it would be only nec- 
essary to point to the stupendous 
growth in ‘ population—a growth 
which must be supplied with 
food and raiment and which cannot 
be provided with these essentials 
without the direct aid of agriculture. 

Undeniably, there has been a ten- 
dency to crowd the city and skimp 
the farm, but there are grounds for 
believing it is already on the wane. 
The mirage of quick metropolitan suc- 
cess, the glamour thrown around 
riches and urban life by exaggerated 
publications, and the occasional dull- 
ness of farm routine, have conspired 
to produce this end. Already the 
disappointed farm boy is discovering 
that money and competence are not 
easily won in the city, and he finds 
that the advantages of a quiet, whole- 
some, steady rural life are far more 
alluring, in the long run, than the self- 
ish dash and insufficient rewards of 
the city. In addition, life on the farm 
is becoming more attractive through 
increased mail facilities, the telephone 
and the spread of genéral culture. 

Since a large portion of the prosper- 
ity and progress of the United States 
is built on and maintained by agricul- 
ture, there is little fear that a slight 
transient trend in the other direction 
will not automatically check itself in 
a short time. —

Our Valuable Consular Service. 

According to advices from the ‘de- 
partment of state, the good work now 
being accomplished by the United 
States consular service ‘in all portions 
of the world, is to be greatly aug- 
mented by the cooperation of the di- 
plomatic branch. Hitherto the brunt 
of collecting statistics and data con- 
cerning opportunities for American 
trade, has been borne by the men in 
charge of Uncle Sam’s consulates ia 
the various foreign countries. Now 
our ministers and ambassadors are to 
work in concert with their humbler 
brethren, in the big task of making 
America the greatest commercial na- 
tion on the globe. 

This should be welcome news to the 
large business interests of the coun- 
try, which are so greatly benefited 
by the observations of the govern- 
ment’s official representatives abroail. 
The man whose dealings do not reach 
further than his own bailiwick, would 
have some difficulty in comprehend- 
ing the enormity of the handicap un- 
der which the manufacturers have la- 
bored in planting their products cross 
seas. In all of the great continenta) 
states as well as the lands in remote 
parts of the world, classed as semi- 
civilized, they have been forced to 
meet and combat a prejudice against 
the introduction of all goods which 
did not bear the brand of an old-world 
factory. That they have made such 
long strides in this direction is largely 
due to the suggestions given them by 
our consuls regarding the best mar- 
kets for certain classes of goods, and 
the most advisable modes of proce. 
dure, 


It is doubtful if the consular service 
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of this country is as symmetrically ef- 
ficient as those of the European na- 
Germany and France subject their 
prospective trade representatives to 
the most rigid technical and general 
training. As a result, when they take 
up residence at their posts of duty, 
their eyes and brains are cultivated 
to a wonderful extent, not only in 
picking up information which will 
be of value to the manufacturers at 
home, but in paving the way for the 
advent of the salesmen when they 
begin to.arrive singly and in platoons. 
The fact that this branch of the ser. 
vice with us is lable to quadrennial 
changes following presidential elec- 
tions, has militated somewhat against 
a similar efficacy, although the ener. 
gy and ingenuity of the average ap- 
pointee has gone a long way toward 
making up the deficiency. 

Their activity is shown by the reg- 
ular distribution of valuable infor- 
mation by the government, in the 
form of consular- reports. 

This information has undoubtedly 
been of vast assistance to the’ men 
who direct the exporting forces of the 
United States. Even should these “‘cap- 
tains of industry” band together and 
form a special information service, 
they could net reach a tenth of the 
government’s sticcess in this direction 
by reason of its superior resources 
and its official prestige. 

Southern business men, especially, 
should make a practice of studying 
these bulletins which the government 
distributes gratuitously. With the de- 
mand for the products of this section 
growing steadily all over the world, 
the forward status of the Panama 
canal and the keeping open of the 
door in the Far Bast, there is need of 
every factor which will help on the 
great commercial campaigns of the 
present and future.

This work 
though practically in its inception, has 
already been of immense value no~z 
only to the boys themselves, but te 
society at large. As Mr. Bennett says, 
Dr. Mumford was the only father 
many of these boys ever knew. They 
are now left homeless, or will be un- 
less somebody comes forward to take 
up the labors of the dead leader ani 
unless there is assurance of adequate 
support to the institution. 

Mr. Bennett’s suggestion that those 
benevolent orders which have no sim- 
ilar institutions of their own should 
come to the rescue of this industrial 
school will, it may confidently be ex- 
pected, bear fruit.

Governor of a p Re 


Province Visits His Old Alabama 
Home. ee 


OBILE, ALA., August 18.—(Spe- 
M cial.)—Just now Mobile is enter- 

taining a remarkable and distin. 
guished guest in the peraon of Hon. Tv!l- 
fair Hodgson, governor of one of the 
Philippine provinces, who is here visit- 
ing his mother and the home of his boy- 
hood. Colonel Hodgson’s mission to 
America was as a delegate to the recent 
national democratic convention at St. 
Louis, where with five colleagues, he rep- 
resented the democracy of that far- 
away country. 

His visit here is made more interesting 
because it brings to light the remarkable 
career of @ man permeated by a thread 
of romance that makes the fictitious ar- 
ticle pale into insignificance. 

Colonel Hodgson was born in Montgom- 
ery, Ala., September 6, 1865, of good 
parentage in the middle walks of life 
There was nothing about those early 
days of his life that pointed to a carecr 
outside the ordinary, but he seems to 
have been early lifted to the crest of a 
wave in the sea of destiny that has 
bourne him, even in the thirty-nine years 
of his life, far away and further than 
most men encompass in twice or thrice 
the number of years. 

This man seems to thave been of a 
restiess turn of mind, which according to 
his own statements and those who have 
known him all of his life, led him into 
many- and ‘varied enterprses. All of 
them were not noted for their success. 
but failure seems to have acted as a 
stimulant and led further into the field 
of adventure. His first appearance in 
public was at the age of !9,. when he 
took up telegraphy, from which in 1885 
he drifted to the management of a skat- 
ing rink, and jater in the same year be- 
came one of a staff of surveyors employ2d 
by the Mobile and Ohio railway. In 1886 
he became doorkeeper at the custom 
house in Mobile, from which place he 
stepped to the position of pension ex- 
aminef in Washington, in !887. This 
year was notable in his career because it 
witnesseq his graduation from the law 
school at Georgetown. In {1889 he re- 
turned to Mobile and was admitted to 
practice at the bar in 1889. Being of a 
spirit of entérprise, in 1890 he organized 
the Commercal Club of the city of Mo- 
bile, an institution that is now in a most 
flourshing condition, and during its life 
has been of incalculable value to this city 
and section of the south. In 1891 he be- 
came an insurance agent and copyhoider 
on The Mobiie Register. In 1892 he be- 
came a notary public and insurance ad- 
juster, and later in the same year was 
superintendent of cargo of the steamer 
Breman. In (893 he was telegraph edl- 
tor of The Mobile Register; 1894, manag- 
ing editor The Birmingham States; and 
later of that year was telegraph editor 
of The Birmingham sper 

At this period of his Ufe, to uae his own 
expression, his feet bégan to itch for a 
foreign soil and he skiled away with a 
small party for Honduras, where in 13895 
he became a fisherman, and the next year 
engaged in the manufacture of brooms 
in that country. Here there was a 
shade of color to his life, and in 1897 he 
became a filibuster boatman in the revo- 
lution that raged in that country. As a 
filibuster he went to Puerto Cortez and 
joineg the revolbutionists, where he storin- 
ed and captured the port, and as a re- 
ward was made commodore of the Hon- 
durian navy under the new administra- 
tion in 1898, The flagship of this lord 
of the sea was a little tug and his navy 
was manned by a few half-naked natives. 
His reward for gallantry in storming ihe 
fortress did not stop at being made com- 
modore, he was awarded the position of 
civil engineer of Cuba—a position if not 
so honorable was more remunerative. 
This station fell to him in 1900, but he 
did not linger with the position in the 
Antilles, and the latter portion of that 
year found him driving coolies in China, 
and in 190! became civil engineer in the 
Philippine islands and governor of An- 
tique Province, a position he now holds. 


Delegate to Convention at St. Louis. 


His selection as a delegate to the na- 
tional convention at St. Louis by the 
democrats of the islands was in recogul- 
tion of his sturdy qualities as a man and 
a democrat, and at St. Louis he maue a 
manly and determined fight for recogni- 
tion of his delegation. 

Personally, Colonel Hodgson is most 
pleasing, and in bearing and conversa- 
tion impresses one with the fact that 
he is greatly traveled and is well posted 
as to the ways of the world. 

Asked as fo his opinion of the treat. 
ment of his delegation at St. Louis, the 
colonel said: 

“Well, it was proper to seat them, 
but I don’t know about allowing them to 
vote. They might be compared with fc- 
male suffrage. They could vote us into 
war, but could not fight or aid in getting 
us out of it.” 

Then drifting into a general conversa- 


self concerning the 
Philippinoes,”” (and he insisted that this 
is the proper way to spell ‘Philip- 
pinoes’’) ‘in the compass of a single in- 
terview. 

‘I have never known any two American 
to hold the same view of any one phase 
of the Philippine question, nor of any 
one American who could hold to the 
same view for any length of time, while 
living or traveling among the Philip- 
pinoes out in the provinces.

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FULL TEXT OF ORDINANCE 


HE report of the special council 

committee, which passed on the 

. Louisville.and Nashville proposition 
for the erection of freight terminals in 
Atlanta, was made in the shape of an 
ordinance, which was read twice. 

The ordinance covering the details of 
the deal, which provides for the sale of 
Waverly place and a Tight of way over 
the railroaq tracks for the proposed 
Washington street viaduct follows: 


An ordinance providing for the aban- 
donment of Waverly place, and the por- 
tion of Washington street abutting there- 
on, and also providing for a right of 
way for the construction of a viaduct 
from Washington street to Courtland 
street over the property Known as the 
Georgia railroad yards, and also provid- 
ing for certain changes in grades at 
Piedmont avenue Butler street and 
Grant street, and also providing for ex- 
change of lots for fire engine house, and 
construction of a new house thereon, and 
for other purposes. 

Whereas, the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Northern Rail Company intends to 
establish a comprehensive system of 
freight terminals in the city of Atlanta, 
and proposes, upon property which b 
purchase and by lease it hes apaattel, 
fronting on Central avenue and extending 
back eastwardly to Piedmont avenue, to 
erect a large and commodious freight 
house, with the necessary appurtenances, 
including tracks, ee P genni 
buildings, approaches, etc., and, 

Wihereas, said railroad, together with 
the Atlanta and West Point Railroad 
Company have undertaken tq enlarge

Atianta’s schools this year will 
enrolled about 15,000 children. 
year the enrollment was 13,415. 
So rapldly have the pitilo schools 
grown that no better evidence of the 
growth of the city can be found.

Special Street Commission 
Has Returned to 
Atlanta, 


The street paving commission has re- 
turned to Atlanta and will meet next 
week for the purpose of formulating a 
repogt that will be submitted to the gen- 
eral’ council during the first meeting of 
September. 

Because of the fact that the members 
of the commission have not consulted 
each other at all upon what they saw 
while away from Atlanta and because 
no attempt has been made to merge the 
various ideas into one common report 
it is impossible to say what the report 
of the commission will be or what class 
of street paving will be recommended 
for Atlanta 

One thing, however, has already heen 
decided by the members of the body and 
it is probable that a statement to that 
effect will be put Into the report that 
will be submitted to the general council. 
One of the members of the commission 
expressed the idea yestesday as follows: 

‘We have certainly reached one ¢on- 
clusion and that is that Atlanta has the 
cleanest streets we have seen, the best 
repaired and maintained streets and side- 
walks and the best street cars. All 
members of the commission will agree 
to this statement and I believe we will 
put it into our report.’’ 

The street paving commission was ap- 
pointed jointly by Mayor Howell and the 
general council some time ago. It con- 
sists of Captain R. M. Clayton, chief 
engineer of Atlanta, chairman: Chief W. 
R. Joyner, of the Atlanta fire depart- 
ment; Commissioner Henry L. Collier, of 
the department of public works: Ailder- 
man W. M. Terry, Councilman J. A. 
Hynds and Councilman A. C. Bruce, of 
the general council; President Preston 8. 
Arkwright and Wiliam H. Glenn of the 
Georgia Railway and Bilectric Company.
